"The letter ties in with the whole 
chain of events dealing with the 
presentation of home freezers to 
prominent people in Washington 
and the subsequent activities of

Mundt said the youth who wrote 
the letter either :;will be called to 
Testify at the Senate -pifouc' near- 
ings, to be resumed tomorrow, or 
will be questioned privately. 
Mundt declined to name the boy 
or his father. 
The committee has been told that 
seven home freezers presented to 
Maj. 
Gen. Hary H. Vaughan and 
other Washington /notables in 1945 
were paid for by the Albert Verley 
Co., a Chicago perfume oil firm. 
Vaughan is President Truman's 
military aide. 
The committee also has received 
testimony that, likewise In 1945 
Hoffman, an advertising man, John 
Maragon and a third Verley com- 
pany agent got government clear- 
ance for a business trip to Paris 
in an army plane. They arrived on 
the heels of liberating troops.

Polio Cases For 
Nation Increase 
During Past Week 


By The Associated Press 


The number of new cases of in- 


fantile paralysis took a sharp up- 
ward turn last week, boosting the 
nation's total of victims for the 
month to more than 8,000. 
It brought the total for the year 
to 16,500, compared with only 8,- 
430 cases reported-by the national 
oflce of vital statistics through 
Aug. IS of 1948, a near record 
year. Last year's 27,680 total was 
exceeded only by the 30,000 In the 
1916 record year. 
In an Associated Press survey, 
North Dakota reported the disease 
at an epidemic stage there last 
week and said the state urgently 
needed 'more nurses. 
A few more heavily populated 
states, including Pennsylvania, Il- 
linois and Wisconsin, do not ex- 
pect to reach the peak of new 
cases until next month, while four 
states—perhaps five—already have 
more than 1,000. 
Some southern states, where on- 
set of the disease usually starts 
earlier, have had a gradual de- 
cline, while Maine and Minnesota 
held about steady, and Arizona 
showed an Increase. 
The sharp rise In new victims 


added 5,000 to the August total 
luring the second nine-day per- 
iod of the month, There were 3,- 
100 new cases In the first nine 
days. August normally is the worst 
month of the year. 


The survey showed that some 
large cities, notably Boston and 
New York, have been hard hit, 
while Philadelphia and Chicago 
were more fortunate than areas 
In other parts of Pennsylvania and 
Illinois. 
Generally smaller com- 
jnunltles and rural areas appeared 
•o be faring best, 


New York went Into top place 
among the list of states In the 
latest survey, 
It reported 1,837 
cases to pass Texas which had 
1,448, Illinois Is third with 1,120, 
and California fourth with 1,065. 
Michigan was just under the 1,000

Gen. Spaatz Cites 
B-36 Bomber As 
Force For Peace 


WASHINGTON. Aug. 


Gen. Carl Spaatz, retired air flrce 
chief, said today the B-36 bomber 
and the atomic bomb "are the 
greatest forces for peace in the 
world." 
It was because he anticipated 
that the B-36 could play this role, 
Spaatz said, that ho decided in late 
1946 or early 1947 to push the air 
force program of acquiring 
the 
planes. 
No outside Influence affected his 


decision, he said. 
In terms of wars of the past, he 
said, Russia could subdue "prac- 
tically all of Europe and Asia In a 
relatively short period of time" but 
the B-36 and the bomb maintain "a 
balance of power for peace." 
The general was called before 
the house armed services commit- 
tee in Its inquiry into whether poli- 
tical influence or favoritism figur- 
ed in developing the big, six-en- 
gine B-36.

Electric Thinker- 
Machine Is Rival To Human Brains 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 22—(/P)— 
The long dreamed of day of 
the 
thinking machine may be nearer 
than you Imagine. 
Scientists have Invented an elec- 
trical monster that can perform 
any mathematical exercise 
and 
can memorize more than 500 num- 
bers. 
This giant brain Is known as the 
Blnac. It Is tho second electronic 
brain created by J. Prosper Eek- 
ert, Jr., 30, and John W. Mauchly, 
42, former University of Pennsyl- 
vania physicists. 
Details of the Blnac were dis- 
closed 
yesterday. 
Eckert 
and 
Mauobly put in* nuwblnc through 


a test run In which It did 500.000 
additions and 
200,000 multiplica- 
tions In two hours. 
A man working with an adding 
machine would have taken years 
to do the same computing. 
Eckert said It Isn't true that the 
machine can think right now. But 
In the future? 
"Wo don't know that It's Impossi- 
ble for these machines to think." 
said Eckert. 
Eckert and Mauchly now are at 
work on their third 
automatic 
computer. That one will bo called 
the Unlvac and It will be far su- 
perior to either of the others. 
will bt *bU to do tlmoit 


anything. The first two Unlvacs 
produced will play each other 
a 
game of chess. Eckert said 
they 
may even be able to write music. 
Tho key to Blnac's operation Is 
Its memory. Eckert and Mauchly 
refer to the machine as If It wore 
human. The numbers memorized 
each have addresses and the elec- 
trical pulses which pick out 
the 
numbers to be computed are called 
messengers. 
"It operates like a merry-go- 


round" Mauchly told reporters. He 
said that 512 numbers, fed 
Into 
tho machine on magnetic tape, are 
sent Into channels In mercury 
tanks. The machln* U «lv«n 1U 


Instructions In the same way. 
"The Instructions tell the messen- 
gers to got tho number living In 
location 322, for example," Mauch- 
ly said. "They pick him up 
and 
carry him to the computing ma- 
chine. 
"Then they get the number In 
location 163 and take him to the 
computing machine too. These two 
operations take less than one-thou- 
sandth of a second." 
The computing device can add 
or subtract 3,500 times a second. 
It can make 1,000 multiplications 
or divisions a second. Blnac also 
takes square and cube roota and 
•quarw and cubai numberg.
